All ef the regulatory laws given as a charge in their edninistra- 
tion to this Departaent have a very definite bearing upon agriculture. 
The results derived through the adwinistration of some are ianediate, from 
others less apparent but nevertheless real. Waile all of these Laws 
possess regulatory aspects, inoluding even those of a service nature, they 
are, however, Gorrestive rather than penal statutes. They naturally group 
theaselves under e Glassification determined by the type of authority cenferred 
upon the Department au the effective means of their adwinistration.  isoae 
of these, suoh, for instance, as the plant quarantine act, give to the Seare- 
tary very broad powers, Under tho terms of that law the Departwent oan 
Supervise traffic in those produsts, not only, which may act as a host to the 
. pest or to the disease but may inspeot every article of commerce which may 
serve at a medium for the transportation of the seourge. This partiouler act 
is a preventive statute and ocouples among all of the other laws a rataer 
wiique position because of this fact and the rather unlimited authority which 
the Departnent nay exercise in its enforcement, 


Most all of the other laws designed fer the regulation of agencies 
or intermediates betweon the farmer, who is the produger, and the ultiaate 
sonsumer suthoriae the visitation of penalties only after the comission of 
offenses. lave of this nature ean be illustrated by the Food and Drugs Act, 
the Inseeticide and Pungieside Act, tthe Packers and Stockyards Aet, and the 

like. It is fundemental, however, in the determination of equitable and 
 @ppropriate polieles to resognize that such agencies or intermediates are 
not only helpful but essential to the proper aarketing of the product of the 
farm, It would be decidedly to the disadvantage of the producer te pursue 
_ @ policy whish would discourage, if not destroy, food manufecturers, the 
thatufaeturers of insesticides and fungicides and the essential agencies sush 
as stockyards, packers and the like, who play sugh o material and important 
part in facilitating the effective sale and delivery of the farmers! livestock. 
The very reason for the assignacnt te this Jepartaent of the duty involved 
in the enforeesent of such laws is, in cur judgnent, the contemplation by 
Congress that this Jepeartaent, better than any other, sould eoaprehend the 
value of the agencies controlled to the farming interest itaslf end thereby 
deteraine a course of administration eypeinateal ty intended to be of the 
greatest value to the farmer hinselr, 


There are finally taose statutes whieh may be said to be not 60 
wush lews of a controlling character but laws which on account of the option- 
el feature are designed te benefit interested agencies engaged either in the 
_ produetion or marketing of agricultural products. These lawa represent an 
adventoed tendency toward regulation by standardisation. The Grein Standards 
Aot does not make it sompulsary, for instance, for ell grain covered by this 
lew to be graded ond to be sold wider such grades. It leaves entirely to 
the election of the shipper a determination ef whether or aot he will avail 
himself of this opportunity, ana ‘presoribes certain regulatory gunditions in 
the event that he does. 


f It is only a short step fron lows of this tome to those distinstly 
Service in their natw'o, such as the Food Products Inspection Ast. This 

law is ene whieh was intended to sreate advantages in marketing fara products 
and deale with tho#e doasodities which are serketed in their natural state. 
In guoh cirouastanses there is lese necessity for the inoorporation of regu- f

This act is designed to provide humane treatment for animals 
shipped in interstate commerce. It prohibits the confinement in cars, 
boats, or vessels, during interstate transportation, of animals for a 
period longer than 28 cmsecutive hours, without unloading the animals 
in suitable pens for rest, water, and feeding for at least 5 consecutive 
hours, It permits extension of prohibited period to 36 hours under 
certain circumstances.

It provides for 
the inspection, before slaughter, of all animals and, after slaughter, 
of 411 meat and meat food products derived therefrom, intended for inter- 
state or foreign commerce; provides for the proper labeling of carcasses, 
meats, and meat foods according as the same are found by inspectim te 
be wholesom or unwholesome; and prohibits the movement in interstate 
or foreign commerce of carcasses, meats or meat foods unless inspected, 
found wholesome, and so labeled.

It prohibits the sale in the District of Columbia and 
the interstate shipment of any worthless, contuminated, or harmful 
viruses, serums, toxins, or similar products intended for use in the 
treatment of domestic animals, and the interstate shipment of such 
viruses, serums, toxins, or similar products, unless prepared at an 
establishment licensed by the Secretary of agriculture; prehibits im- 
portation of such products without permit from the Secretary of agri- 
culture; and authorizes the inspection of such products when offered 
for import and the destruction of such as are found to be worthless, 
contaminated, or harmful.

defines the terms “adulterated” and "misbranded"; provides for the 
condemation, by process of libel, of adulterated and misbranded food 
and drugs shipped in interstate or foreign commerce, or sold in the 
District of Columbia; and provides for the rejection of such articles 
when offered for import.

This act. is designed to protect farmers, fruit growers, otc., 
and stock and poultry raisers from fraudulent insecticides and fungi-~ 
cides used to prevent, destroy, repel or mitigate insects or fungi and 
to protest the general public fran fraudulent household iusecticides 
and disinfectants. It defines the terms "insecticide," "Paris green," 
"lead arsenate" and "fungicide;". prohibits the manufacture and sale 
in the District of Columbia and territories and interstate or foreign 
shipments of “adultersted" or "misbranded" insecticides and fungicides; 
defines the terus "adulterated" and "misbranded,” in such a way as to 
forbid false and mislesding statements on labels and forbid the sale 
of insecticides that are injurious to the host plant; provides for 
the prosegution of shippers and manufacturers of adulterated and mis- 
branded insecticides and fumgicides and for the seizure of such articles

These exchanges provide a clesring house 
for the risk involved in price movements, making price insurance pos- 
sible, whereby cotton merchants can remain in the market at all times 
and handle large amounts of cotton on narrow margins of profit. This 
system of merchandising benefits the producer by reducing the possi- 
bility cf unnatural fluctuations of prices on the future exchanges, 
thas preventing artificial depressions of prices paid to such producers. 
The att authorizes the Secretary of agriculture to establish standards 
for cotton by which its quality or value may be determined.
